ley, of the Socialist Voice, came to 
blows in the printing- office of Clcary 
& 'Bailey this morning. Aokley 
not badly punished. 
-Bott is a socialist 
and 'has pro- 


nouncsd views on governmental own- 
oi ship of public utilities, which he 
desiud printed, but said he could not 
affoid to pay the expense himself. 
He is a young man of about twenty- 
seven and is a, machinist by trade. 
He was tolcl that the local republican 
managers would pay for the publica- 
tion, and in company with a 'brother 
socialist, went to republican head- 
quarters, where arrangements for the 
publication of 6,000 
circulars was 


made. Bott allowed tho negotiations 
to proceed far enough to convince 
himself that he, as a socialist, was 
playing into the "h^nds of the local 
republican party, when he balked and 
refused to proceed any farther, and, 
in fact, denounced the whole scheme.

Future of the Clover Leaf. 


The future of the Toledo, St. Louis 


and Southwestern seems as unsettled 
as ever. There have been large sales 
of the stock and securities, and that 
some of the strong lines are interested 
seems certain. The Wall Street Jour- 
nal says: ''This property is in some 
respects a rather singular proposition 
among railroads in the United States 
It owns an 'air line' between Toledo 
and St.* Louis, Vith "pi actically not ri 
dollar of rentals to pay for terminate 
in either city or at intermediate points. 
It may be said to be only just emerg- 
ing from a very long receivership, dur- 
ing which development was practical- 
ly suspended for several years. The 
road lies in highly important atul com- 
petitive territory and furnishes an ex- 
cellent St. Louis connection for Van- 
derbilt lines at Toledo and also for the 
Erie road. ~ The bulk of its business, 
however, is local, and the development 
ot the property has been greatly hiu- 
dered, not merely by the receivership, 
but also by the fact that its powerful 
connections have always 
refrained 


from feeding the property lest thoy 
might some day be compelled to buy 
it. In J893, negotiations for a sale of 
the road to the Vanderbill system were 
very far advanced, but were interrupt* 
ed by the panic and have never been 
seriously resumed. t An idea of the ex- 
tent to which development has been 
arrested may be gleaned from the tact 
that the freight density last year wad 
practically the same as it was nine 
years ago. 
While these nine years 


have brought a general average in- 
crease of 40 per cent, or more in the 
freight density of all the railroads 
they have only placed the Clover Leaf 
back where it was before the panic. 
It is very unlikely that .this system 
will indefinitely remain independent. 
It constitutes a direct highway be- 
tAveen the two great waterways of the 
United States, namely, the Mississippi 
and the great lakes. In view of the 
concentration of railroad ov/nershio in 
the la&t few years, it is hard to believe 
that some day this road will not be 
absorbed by one of its strong connec- 
tions. If it is not the chances are th.it 
it may be taken by some combination 
of big shippers as a moans of protec- 
tion for themselves.*'

nouncic! views on governmental own- 
ership cf public utilities, which he 
dcsiltd printed, but said he could not 
afford to pay the expense himself. 
He is a ycunc' man cf about twenty 
seven and is a machinist by trade. 
He was told that the local republican 
managers would pay for the publica- 
tion, and in company with a brother 
socialist, went to republican head- 
quarters, where arrangements for th» 
publication of G.OOO 
circulars was 


made. Bott allowed tho negotiations 
to proceed 1'nr enough 
to convince 


himself that he, .'.- a socialist, was 
playing- into the 'hinds of the local 
republican party, when he balked and 
refused to proceed any farther, and, 
in fact, denounced the whole scheme. 
The details of Ms interviews and the 
incidents of his visit to republican 
headquarters with his brother social- 
ist he covered in a sworn statement, 
which ho submitted to -the Journal- 
Gazette, the gist of tho statement 
being- published in the Journal-Ga- 
zette this morning. 


HOW THE FIGHT STARTED. 
This morning Mr. Bott learned that 


the circular was to ibe printed in 
spite of "his .protests, and he accord- 
ingly went to the office of Cleary &

done. He found Editor Ackl'ey there 
nnd that gentleman called him aside 
ind took him to task for repudiating 
tho circular «nd called him a traitor 
to his .party.

Bott said IIP did

he (Bott) had told him that the ITa- 
cinist?' union would p:iy for t.ha pub- 
lication. 


•'"That made me mad," said Mr. Bott 


to The Sentinel, "and I called him .1 
liar. He then struck at me, hitting- 
me lightly in the face, and we wen* 
at U. I guess he knows he was in a 
fig'ht. I was pretty mad and struck 
him eight or ten times and struck 
pretty hard.

EDITOR ACKLEY'S VERSION. 
Henry Ackley 
<was seen by The 


Sentinel at Cleary & Bailey's offices 
shortly before noon, -where he was 
busily engaged in getting out the 
final pre-election issue of the Socialist.
